ANGLO-AMERICAN UNITY 
Sept. 6. 
Practical and concrete “co-operation  be-| 


tween the British and American authorities 
in China is a feature of the present situation.

‘THREE WEEKS 


Sept. 3. 
During the three weeks of the Sino-| 
Japanese clash round Shanghai the situation 
In the whole of China has developed more 
‘definitely on a war basis. The announcement| 
‘of Japanese intentions has made that clear, 
‘The fog of war and considerations of the 
eed for secrecy necessarily prevent com 
‘mentators on the spot, at all events, from too| 
precisely attempting to, define the strategic 
‘and tactical positions. Such definitions could| 
hardly be expected to be entirely accurate; 
they might nevertheless disclose facts embar-| 
rassing to either of the two commands. The| 
basic fact for Shanghai to note is that it is 
‘at present involved in operations which, for| 
various reasons, are attracting special aiten- 
ion but whieh, in the long run, may prove 
to be incidental to. the whole campaign, 
‘Shanghai is a pawn in the game—an expen-| 
sive one it is true—but neither side seems 
‘isposed to give it a more important status, 
however startling and distressing may have| 
been the actual consequences of thts invidious 
position. In the main, the war, for to call it 
by any’ other term ‘seems unreal, is one 
‘of defence for China. Japan has launched| 
hher forces on Chinese ‘soil which Chinese| 
‘troops are endeavouring to defend. The fight- 
Ing here has, for the time being, put the 
Chinese on the offensive as the better form 
of defence in the circumstances, In due 
‘course the landing of Japanese troops, which 
hhas slowly developed in the face of stout 
Chinese resistance, will crystallize | the 
respective r6les of the two contestants. This 
{is not the time to attempt a forecast of 
probable movements in detail. It is suM- 
‘dent to point to the fundamental principles| 
by which each side is being guided. Japan 
thas pledged herself through her spokesmen! 
s0 10 strike at various Chinese military and| 
‘aerial centres as to make it possible for her 
to eliminate what she regards as the distress-| 
ing “anti-Japanese” feelings of the Chinese 
people. Tn justifying this view she has lately 
Giscovered ground for apprehension that this 
‘emotion will expand into a general. zené 
phobia. Other foreigners will be well-| 
‘Sdvised to refuse to allow thelr flesh to be 
made to ereep for there is no sign that the 
‘Chinese people cannot differentiate between 
aggression and sympathetic solicitude. 

Japanese spokesmen have been frank in 
‘admitting the vigour of the resistance with 
‘which their forces have been met in Shanghai. 
They have implicitly paid tribute to. the 
courage of the Chinese soldier; indeed one 
Japanese oes at east has mad the tribute 
enerously explicit. It is therefore fair 
‘deduce that certain theories regarding the 
course of the fighting in this area have to 
bbe revised. “It is clear from the unhurried 
[character of Japanese movements that the] 
‘Japanese themselves intend to avold the} 
‘error of underrating their opponents. ‘They 
‘are wise. Ironically enough they probably| 
deserve the credit for having stiffened 
Chinese resistance by the unrestrained 
‘aggression in words and deeds invoked 
them. “Whatever may have boen the posit 
a few weeks ago, there is in the Chineso 
‘camp a solidarity which is not merely a 
‘figment of pious aspiration but a definite and 
material factor welding Chinese resistance as 
it has never been welded before in modern 
times. “A noticeable feature of this develop- 
ment is the almost complete failure of 
Chinese official pronouncements to do more 
than take it for granted. “In other days it 
was a commonplace to find public statements 
in China vigorously protesting a unity which 
‘was in point of fact dimMeult to detect. The 
protestations indicated a desperate attempt 
to make words convince where the actualities 
Nagged behind. China's soldiers—and by the| 
term is meant all ranks of the armies from 
the General to the private—are emphatically 
combining. ‘They do not particularly seek 
ublicity, partly because they recognize the 
danger of disclosures, however well-meant, 
partly because they “have proof that 

rational spirit no longer requires the artificial 
stimulant of flamboyant announcements of 
mythical successes. If they are beaten, they’ 
‘argue, publicity is no consolation. If they| 
‘succeed in prolonging resistance to Japanese| 
invasion, the circumstance will speak for| 
itself more eloquently than the fog-horn of 
‘the most resounding propagandist organ ever 
invented. 

‘So for the first time the Chinese eivitian| 
finds that his or her role in the national 
struggle is clearly. defined. The army, 
recognizing the defects in the arrangements 
for tending the wounded—accentuated by} 
‘the extremely heavy casualties resulting from 
‘a truly gallant, if not reckless, resistance by

‘Some concerns, however, have been closed 
and will, in ali probability never reopen. 
‘Shanghai will have to be content with a 
shrunken industrial organization for the 
present at any rate. Reduction of the num-| 
ber of its inhabitants is therefore a prudent| 
‘measure of practical economics. The chief 
thing for Shanghai to consider is that] 
these refugees are in its midst. ‘The fgure| 
‘of 1,000,000 Is held by some good judges| 
to be conservative and that, if the situa-| 
tion ‘could be closely studied, it might be 
ut as. high as 1,500,000." Moreover | the| 
Gestitution ‘Agure of 100,000 does not, fully| 
cover the plight of refugees who, although| 
‘not desperate in their economic ‘state, are 
‘actually’ without homes. ‘These, it is said, 
‘amount to some 300,000 who are finding 
‘accommodation in odd corners of the shunt 
‘cipal areas available to them, sleeping on 
Staircases, in empty public buildings (includ- 
‘ing cinemas) and’ the like. Obviously this 
condition cannot be allowed to persist any| 
Ionger than is absolutely unavoidable. The 
‘call therefore is for funds to strengthen the 
farm of the .comordinating committee by 
Immediately raising the total at its disposal 
to the $200,000 required.

‘The prospect of seeing an early removal of] 
the seat of hostilities to a scene further 
away from the Whangpoo is naturally taken 
into account. If it occurs, the maintenance 
of the right attitude in developing normality 
‘will be facilitated but it may be necessary 
to persevere in the task without such im 
mediate relief. The spirit which Shanghai 
thas shown leaves no room tor doubt of ity 
ability to withstand the additional strain| 
fon its fortitude. It “would be _unfor-| 
tunate, however, if the foreign resident 
failed 'to recognize: the implications of the| 
present struggle. Tt is not, as in 1032, an 
[olated encounter between Chinese ‘and 
Sapanese forces. It is part of a major war|

THOSE MAILS

‘Amid homerie clashes it may seem a little 
unreasonable to sit down solemnly and com- 
plain of the absence of European and other| 
‘maijs. Yet without being peevish or dis-| 
‘gruntied it surely is permissible for the| 
‘Shanghailander to demand a thought for his| 
deprivation of contact with the world outside, 
Moreover the stout heart which insists that| 
routine should be observed, even if the skies| 
and ceilings fall in pieces around it, is a real 
asset nowadays. It is not necessary to carry| 
this spirit to the extreme which induced the| 
client. of a certain bank on the Monday| 
following “black Saturday” last month. to| 
ring up the manager personally and indignant- 
Jy complain that his pass-book had not been 
made out up-to-date. ‘That perfection of 
attainment is not open to ordinary folk. In 
pressing for action to unclog the: wheeis of| 
‘mail transmission there can be no suggestion 
that the authorities have been content to walt 
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for the trouble to remedy itself, Various 
telegraphic inquiries have been made in all 
directions, but there again interrupted com- 
munications have brought those inquiries to 
naught: Now it is understood that frém 
‘Tokyo has come the information that an 
early steamer from Nagasaki will bring the 
errant mail bags and the postal authorities 
hhere are rolling up their sleeves with pre- 
Paratory zeal in order to be able expedi- 
tiously to sort and deliver the accumulated 
[surplus of several weeks. ‘Tokyo may be 
‘optimistic and the mails coming from 
‘Nagasaki may still not include all the arrears 
‘some of which perhaps are poor derelicts at a 
point between Dairen and Moscow, to hazard. 
a daring guess. ‘The postal authorities here 
have been supported in thelr Investigations 
by steady reminders from the Chambers of 
[Commerce to whose representations the 
‘Acting Commercial Counsellor of the British 
‘Embassy and H.B.M. Acting Consul-General 
are believed happily to have added thelr good 
offices. It will have been noted that the 
‘delivery of local letters has retuned to 
normal, judging from the _alfectionate 
regularity of the arrival of those “little bills, 

‘That in iteelf indicates a postal morale which 
will facilitate prompt distribution of the 
‘missing mails when they reach these shores. 


It would be depressing to compute the 
material losses which have been inflicted on 
business men by this gap in the communica 
tion with Europe. Private correspondence 

reached a chaotic state for from cach 
fend writers must be in the mood of those 
who address thelr thoughts to a vacuum. The 
‘schoolboy who answers paternal episties with 
Dilssful disregard of questions. solleltously 
asked in. the incoming mail now. become: 
typleal of every correspondent, What wat 
happening at the end of term just before the 
holidays is a closed book to many parents in 
‘Shanghai. “Who knows what urgent re- 
‘quests were being sped eastward at that 
ferucial_moment—requests which could not 
be sent by cable owing to the lack of pro- 
portion between the cable charges and the 
State of end-of-the-torm finances, Of cor- 
rrespondence generally it Is easy to imagine 
‘that many difficulties have arisen, Shanghal- 
landers can be sure that thelr plight 1s more 
or less known and they will be able con- 
sequently to avold the labour of giving de- 
tailed explanations of the disturbances. sud~ 
denly interrupting the smooth current of 
thelr social days. Yet it is not easy to know 
‘exactly’ what to tell the unsophisticated cor 
respondent at Home without having. some 
{dea of the fashin in which the woes of 
‘Shanghai are -being mirrored in the daily 
newspapers. On the whole it may be more 
convenient to treat the great enigma a 
taboo, to concentrate on such subjects as 
the unwarrantable stubbornness of the heat 
fend, the faint signs of the coming autumn, 
the “prospects of the cold weather season 
fand, in a practical vein, the unlikelihood of 
being able to make putchases for the dis 
tribution of the usual Christmas presents, 
There is no ground to be pessimistic for it 
{s safe to assume that by the time the 
letter arrives the pessimists will have had 
their fling by cable and the optimists should 
be or will be gotting thelr turn.

It was a remarkable time in the history of|

came to the French throne, Louis XIII had| 
‘married Anne of Austria in 1615, but for over| 
twenty years the marriage remained without| 
issue, ‘This_was a sad hindrance to. the 
polleies of Richelieu, for Gaston of Orleans} 
the baby prince's uncle and heir to the] 
throne ‘was a determined opponent of} 
the veardinal and a continual threat to] 
his. schemes, “It is no wonder then, that] 
when the Queen presented Louis’ XIII 
with a son the event was regarded as a 
iriumph as important as anything gained by 
diplomacy or the feat of arms. From May| 
14, 1643, and during the following sixteen 
years, until he was aged twenty-one, govern 
ment’ was in the hands of the Queen Mother| 
fand her minister Mazarin, and both of them| 
vere hard put to it to maintain the authority 
fof the Crown and the integrity of French| 
territory. There were the domestic troubles} 
of the ronde, und the final stages of 
‘Thirty Years War, Mazarin was hated as the 
forelgnor he was, the Queen Mother was in| 
tle better case, and the childhood of the} 
King weakened the Courts 

















‘Twice It nad to flee from Ps 
when a rumour was current that again it had 
rought rately in flight It was necessary, to] 
‘admit the populace into the palace to see the| 
{young king in bed, and see for themselves 
that he had not fled. It was. humiliations] 
stich a8 these which did a great deal in the| 
formation of the King’s character, and, by] 
the time he was of age, he had formed the} 
Intention of ruling as well as reigning. 1 is 
fan interesting feature of the King’s character 
that though this determination was strong! 
within him, he appears to have done nothing! 
when the ‘attainment of his majority gavel 
him an opportunity, but felt obliged to walt 
for another two years until Mazarin died. It 
was hard for the young man to throw off the| 
shackles which hed been bound on him in 
his childhood, and the delay in taking action 
‘on coming of age is not to be attributed so 
‘much to pusilianimity as a desire to feel out 
his own strength before taking action. What| 
would have happened had the death of| 
Mazarin not afforded him the opportunity] 
which he then had must always remain a| 
matter of speculation. Mazarin might have| 
remained in power a few years more, but 
thore is nothing in Louis's character to] 
suggest that he would not sooner or later] 
hhave taken the bull by the horns and dis-| 
missed his foreign and very unpopular] 
minister.” 























Louis was strongly attached to one of 
‘Mazarin’s nieces, however: indeed he wanted| 
to marry her, but the peace of the Pyrences 
was of more importance {o Mazarin than the| 
advancement of his family by such means 
fand the young king was foreed to abandon 
‘his matrimonial intentions in that direction 
‘and espouse the Infanta Maria Theresa, to 
eement a new friendship with Spain In con-| 
sideration of a substantial dowry and the 
forgoing of French claims to the Spanish! 
Crown and any part of its territories. ‘The 
dowry was never paid,—international bar- 
gains were no more saered in those days 
than they appear to be in these—and Louis 
refused to abide by his side of the bargain, so 
that all he was left with was a wife, who 
though she bore him several ehildven had no 
particular community of interest with him, 
0 much so that she lost whatever small 
influence she had in the Court to the succes-| 
sion of royal mistresses with whom Louis 
spent bis idle hours. 


Not that he was very Idle. On the death| 
‘of Mazarin, everyone wondered who would] 
be the King’s First Minister, for no one for| 
‘a moment Believed that a ‘King of Franee 
could possibly reign “without one, Louis) 
‘announced he would “be his own First 
Minister, and from this resolution he never| 
“swerved. ‘The government he built up was 

‘thoroughly personal one, with himself at 
its head, and the ministers under him very| 
soon learned that the King was in control, 











this lasted only for a time, and when Louis 
was eventually forced to’ conspire against 
him, he was overthrown and condemned to 
perpetual Imprisonment. Colbert who had| 
made sure of, the king's favour by revealing! 
the hiding place of some of Mazarin's hidden 
wealth,—how these princes of the Church| 
‘could “accumulate worldly riches—Lionne,| 
who served the King's diplomacy, _and| 
Louvols, his War Minister, very soon learned 
that the young King "was standing  no| 
nonsense, and as tie acquired? self-confidence 
hhis Intolerance of the Independence of his 
‘ministers increased. Final decision was, he 
Insisted, his and he intended to retain it." All 
this came as somewhat of a shock to the 
‘Court and indeed to the country at large, but 
hat the King was able enough to sustain the| 
burden he had taken up, as evidenced by the| 
manner in which he supported Colbert in the| 
schemes for the financial, commereial, indus~ 
(rial and naval reorganization —particulariy| 
the latter when ‘France was most military| 
minded—showed the great interest he took| 
Im them and that devotion to duty  whieh| 
‘marked his reign. He had built up a system 
‘of personal government, and no matter what 
‘other qualities he may’ have lacked, despite| 
‘his gniety and interest in sport, he never| 
turned away from the laborious and punctual] 
performance of his duties. It was all very| 
annoying to his Ministers’ who looked back 
fon the” spacious times of Mazarin and| 
Richelieu, and doubtless sighed for the “good 
old days," forgetting that the only difference 
‘was. that whereas now the King was in 
supreme Control, a Mfinister had ‘me 
usurped the same functions in the very near| 
past. 


Richelieu in the previous reign, and| 
Mazarin in the ‘Grand  Monarque’s _had| 
resorted more to diplomacy than to war for 
‘the furtherance of France's interests. The 
‘same policy would, it seemed, be followed by 
the young King when he assumed control, but 
‘a bare five years after Mazarin’s death, 
indeed in 1667, there began that long series 
‘of wars which’ Jasted with very little relief 
Fight up to the end of the reign, in 1718, 
Louis had no particular military skill, but was 
18 mass of egotistic ambition and vanity. He 
took no part in military operations except at 
Several seiges, but for eleven years. his| 
generals and ‘thelr’ armies emphasised the 
‘Supremacy of the French on European battle-| 
elds. Then came the real turning point in| 
the history of his reign and the fortunes of 
‘France abroad. Louis imbued with the new! 
eligious zeal’ inspired most probably by| 
‘Madame de Maintenon, had been diminishing! 
the rights of the Huguenots, and by 1685 
Louis summoned up enough courage to revoke| 
the Edlet of Nantes, Not only did the 
country lose many thousands of her best 
eltizens, a loss which might not have been! 
overwhelming, but it led to the destruction 
‘of Protestant alliances in Europe which in| 
‘the past had been her main  diplomatle| 
‘support. ‘Then came the English revolution] 
‘of 1688 and from an ally, no matter how| 
precarious her support might have been in 
the past, England was transformed  into| 
France's "most. determined enemy, a state| 
from which it took a great deal of recovery. 

‘The war with the Grand Alliance brought! 
territorial losses to France. A diplomatic| 
vietory in Spain secured inheritance of the 
‘Spanish Crown for Philip, his grandson, but 
the war of 1700, leading to the Treaty off 
Utrecht allowed the French prince to hold on| 
to his Crown, but foreed France to make| 
ferritorial concessions. 














Louls in his seventy-two years reign had! 
taken France to the heights of triumph. . Ho| 
had faced his country's reverses with a nobler| 
‘and more national spirit than he had wel-| 
comed its successes, but he left his country| 
‘much worse off than when he commenced| 
to rule it, She was. burdened with debt; 
Colbert's: reforms were ruined, the king's 
régime itselt was postponed; his heirs failed| 
hhim by death and when he died Louis XV, 
the Duke of Burgundy's son came to the 
throne. “His predecessor had failed. Had he| 
relained his Ministers as those before him| 
‘had done, had he listened to thelr advice, and| 
given them, more responsibility than ‘they| 
hhad, who knows but that he may have 
emerged from his reign the great mon his 
contemporaries believed, him to be? But it 
‘was not his fate to do s0. He reigned and 
he ruled, and left Franco no better for having 
done so, and, who knows, perhaps, after all, 
he did sow the seeds of the revolution which 
marked the end of the century of whieh he 
saw the beginning.
